A world traveller visiting our city 
is not an everyday happening, but yes- 
terday the editor of this paper had the 
pleasure of meeting one, and of a most 
interesting character. L. C. Klitteng, 
consulting baker, from the isle of | 
Lessoe, Denmark, the man who made | 
anish pastry famous all over the’ 
world was stopping a few hours in 
the city investigating the possibilities 
of establishing his speciaities here, as 
he has recently done in other smaller 
cities north of Calgary. Mr. Klitteng, 
who gives practical instruction to 
bakers everywhere, was last in Redj 
Deer where he baked in the Red Deer | 

Bakery, producing nearly one thous- | 
and pieces of Danish pastry last Fri- 
day and Saturday, and the public of 
that town were greatly pleased with 
his excellent concoctions, Having trav- 
elled to one hundred cities in thirty 
Six states of the union, all over intro- 
ducing Danish pastry, Mr. Klitteng 
came to Canada in 1921 where he has 
been giving instruction in leading bak- 
eries in all cities from Hulifax to 
Vancouver and the reputation of this 
delicious patriy is solely due to his; 
activities. All over the Dominion 
Danish pastry is by now known to be 
one of the greatest sellers of goods 
of the finer line of. baking. His first 
baking in the United States was for 
President. Wilson’s wedding at Wi ash- 
ington, D.C., Dec, 18, 1915, and five} 
years later he baked and served Dan-! 
ish pastry for President Harding in 
Marion, Ohio,

A farmer at Chilliwack, B.C., says + 
he sells a hide that costs him some 
tricts have been received, with slight 12% hours’ work.

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The British Columbia government 
is appealing against the present sche- 
dule of railway rates through the 
mountams, alleging that these rates 
improperly. and injuriously. discrimin- 
ate against the Pacific province, Al- 
berta is Supporting the appeal, but the 
Winnipeg Board of Trade and the 
Manitoba government are fighting it. 
British Columbia alleges that the pre- 
sent rates: are robbing her of busi- 
ness and handing this business over 
to the more easterly provinces, es- 
pecially Manitoba, and she argues that 
the rates should be based on mileage 
and not on. ease or difficulty of opera- 
tion. On the other hand Manitoba 
points out that in Manitoba a locomo- 
tive will pull 618 tons, in Saskatche- 
wan 538 tons, in Alberta 471 tons, and 
in British Columbia 373 tons. But 
Manitoba does not argue for a rate 
in each province which corresponds 
to these haulage figures, but simply 
uses the figures to justify the present 
high rates in British Célumbia. It is 
clear that if mileage alone is consider- 
ed, British Columbia stands to get 
much of the western traffic, but is is 
not clear just how even the’ present 
rates can prevent this so far ag the 
through traffic is concerned, if once 
the sea-borne traflic from British Col- 
umbia through the Panama Canal is 
demonstrated to be an economisal 
route, Already the railways have cut 
their rates to meet this traffic, and it 
seems very probable that these rates 
on through traffic’ will have to be cut 
still further. Even if British Colum- 
bia’s claim for reduced rates is de- 
nied, it seems probable that it is only 
a question of time before the Panama 
Canal route from west to east will be; 
a very decisive factor in through | 
freight rates from the Pacific to the , 
Atlantic seaboard.—Guardian.

THE GROWING OF 
WINTER GRAINS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 
Winter rye is a hardy crop which 
may be grown successfully over large 
areas of western Canada, Winter 
wheat has a much more limited adapt- 
ability but has been raised commer- | 
cially in a small way in the Grande 
Prairie district for at least fourteen 
consecutive years. It is not always 
winter hardy but usually comes 
through pretty well if seeded under 
favorable conditions, and has attained 
yields as high at forty-five and fifty 
bushels to the acre. One drawback 
consists in the fact that the crop re- 
quires about twelve months to mature 
in the north and igs never threshed in 
time to seed again the same season. 
Another is that occasional patches of 
winter-killing allow grass and weeds 
to make inroads. This may be over- 
come by drilling these patches to an 
early-maturing spring wheat such as 
Ruby. : 
| 


When winter-killing occurs it seems 
to be due to either extreme dry cold 
occurring in the absence of snow pro- 
tection or else to smothering ice 
crusts following thaws, The former 
cause appears the more frequent. The 
writer has never yet observed in the 
west a case of spring heaving. Ag a 
rule the more prominent points in the 
field are the worst injured by dry 
cold. This was conspicuously so in. 
the winter of 1922-23 when ninety. per 
cenf. of the winter wheat on the 
Beaverlodge Station killed outright 
and even rye showed for the first 
time a noticeable percentage of in- 
jury. Until that season the five-year 
average yield of winter rye had been 
forty-three bushels and twenty-seven 
pounds per acre and of Turkey Red 
winter wheat twenty-nine bushels and 
twenty-five pounds,

Seeding has usually been done about 
the middle of August, although a lit- 
tle earlier date is preferable in a dry 
year. Rye intended to be pastured 
in the autumn should pe sown not la- 
ter than July or early August, It is 
generally conceded that if winter 
grain joints in the season of seeding 
its chances of witering successfully 
are not good. 

The amount of seed required de- 
pends somewhat upon date of seeding 
and growing conditions. Early sown 
winter grain on moist land stools free- 
ly. Small scale tests at Beaverlodge 
indicate no advantage from using any 
more than six to eight pecks of win- 
ter wheat or five to six of winter rye 
per acre, 

The variety tests under way have 
not been carried far enough to war- 
rant definite conclusions. A MacDon- 
ald’ College atraii_ of Kharkoy wheat 
best survived the ordeal of the winter 
of 1922-23, when autumn drouth, rab- 
bits and a February chinook, follow- 
ed Dy extreme cold, severely tested 
all perennial, biennial and wititer-an- 
nual crops.

a visit to these countries. 

There are thirty-three pages in the 
booklet, which makes it too lengthy 
and it is too important to be condens- 
ed into a single review. 

In the introduction, Mr. Ruddick, in 
referring to the Canadian cheese sit- 
uation, says during the time that we 
were the principal source of supply 
of the world’s mprket, we did not pay 
enough attention to what our compet- 
itors were doing. The announcement 
last year that New Zealand had push- 
ed Canada out of first place as the 
largest exporter of cheese was rather 
a shock to Canadians. Quite as im- 
portant as the increase in the volume 
of New Zealand’s exports is the mark- 
ed improvement in quality.

They visited a great many dairy 
factories of variou8 kinds in both New 
Zealand and Australia, as well as the 
grading stations and also tlm dairy 
farms. Their present bulletin has 
been compiled for. the information 
which they have presented to the de- 
partment, and every dairyman and 
farmer should send for one. 

It is probably bad ‘reviewing to put 
some of the words of the “In Conclu- 
sion” section of the report in, but 
some people appear to think that the 
New Zealanders have the edge on Can- 
adian dairy production, but Comnis- 
sioner Ruddick and Mr. Wilson men- 
tion the following advantages which 
the Canadians have: 

(a) Greater experience in breeding 
and handling dairy cattle. 

(b) A more profitable use of the 
by-products of the dairy, such as skim 
milk and whey.

Dear Sir:—As 1 have been reading 
some of the letters in your paper from 
both sides of the prohibition and the 
liquor question, and the conditions in 
Quebec which 1 have become quite 
familiar with since leaving Alberta, 
would say that if the people of Alberta 
could realize the condition this pro- 
vince is in, they, would never give Al- 
herta the same rights.

other man, or two or three, as the 
case may be, pass it around, and you 
can treat ag many as you like. There 
are two rows of tables one along the 
bar, the other on the other side o7 
the room. There will be seats enough 
for sixty or more in a fair sized bar, 
and the fellows, will sit | there and 
drink, and some/of them do not know 
that they are really drunk until they 
get up and try to walk. I was talking 
with a Mquor commission. man two 
weeks ago, and he told me there were 
183 liquor commission men and they 
were doing fairly good work only 
there were not half enough to cope 
with the boot-leggers. If the people of 
Alberta could only realize what a 
wreck of a place they can make of 
Alberta by voting for beer, they would 
be wise to vote as they did the last 
time, and save the young boys from 
destruction, In towns that have two 
and three licenses there are about 30 
drinking holes, I was standing in 
front of a liquor commission house 
and I saw nearly as many women car- 
rying away booze as men. There are

vince. The following article appeared 
in the Montreal Star on August 27: 

“The illicit brewing of liquor has 
reached such proportions in some of 
the border counties in this province 
in the last few months that shortly, 
it is learned, His Eminence Cardinal 
Begin is to issue:a circular letter in 
which he will warn the faithful that 
such abuses will be severely dealt 
with by the church. The conditions 
are said to have reached those exist- 
ing in olden days, 

“Shipments to the United States are 
being made by the illicit still owners 
and the federal authorities have been 
approached by parish priests in an ef- 
fort to try and improve the conditions. 
Not only is the liquor shipped by hun- 
dreds of gallons per week, but abuses 
of all kinds are reported in certain 
parishes and even deaths have been 
attributed to the bad quality of some 
of the products. The Quebec Liquor 
Commission has been advised of what 
is going on, but the illicit fabrication 
of liquor falls under the federal ad- 
ministration and it Will take a few 
weeks before plans have been com- 
pleted to deal with the situation. 

“Through the exportation of the illi- 
cit still products large sums of money 
are being made, and some farmers, 
who a few months ago were in poor 
circumstances are said to have sue- 
ceeded in putting aside several thous- 
and dollars. This activity is said to 
have resulted from the fact that last 
year several rural districts suffered 
from had crops and the need of money 
prompted many to begin bootlegging. 

“According to information at hand 
the church is to issue a very severe 
warnings {9 those engeped in such op- 
erations and in view of the demoraliz- 
ation, ex-communication may follow 
disregard of the warning.”

CULLING THE FLOCK 
(Experimental Farms Note) 

By the use of the trap nest the 
flock may be accurately culled so that 
only those birds which have given a 
profitable production need be retain- 
ed; but for the vast majority of far- 
mers and poultry keepers this method 


takes more time than they are able 
to devote to it. Therefore it becomes 
necessary for those who do not use 
trap nests to use the less certain but 


visual evidence. 

The heavy-laying heng will be ac- 
tive and sprightly in appearance, will 
have a clean-cut head, -lean face and 
prominent eyes, a large. moist vent 
and a full abdomen which will be 
soft and pliable, After she has laid

|FIVE YEARS IS 
SENTENCE FOR 
EX-POSTMASTER 


Arrested after being sought for ¢<hiee 
years, during which time he was trac- 
ed by the Alberta Provincial Tolice 
through various parts of the south of 
the province and his arrest. finally 
secured in Saskatchewan, Kost Stryn- 
adka was brought up in police court 
last week, pleaded guilty and elected 
to be summarily tried before Magis- 
trate Primrose on a charge of stealing 
a large registered packet of bank 
cash, $4,700, while he was postmaster 
at Wasyl. He was sentenced to five 
years in Prince Albert penitentiary, 

When the theft was reported to the 
police by the accused in 1920, he hid 
claimed that the post office had been 
robbed, the window broken (although 
it was later noted that the glass had 
been scattered to the outside), the 
mail spread over the floor and a re- 
gistered package of cash in transit 
from the Bank of Commerce at Bellis 
via Wasyl to Lamont had been taken. 

Some time after it seems that the 
small store which incidentally proved 
an unprofitable venture was burned, 
and some insurance collected. On his 
own behalf the prisoner told the court 
that just previous to the theft he had 
been in hospital for an operation and 
affairs in the home were in such a 
shape that he was driven to the action 
by his wife. However, according to 
the story both of them told the offi- 
cers, his wife had no knowledge of the 
theft until some time later when she 
discoverad a check from the package. 
No restitution was made nor is now 
possible.

Alberta Coal in Great Demand 

Were a freight rate in effect per- 
manently which would put Alberta 
coal on a competitive basis in Ontario, 
orders would be on hand at once for 
at least a quarter of a million, tons, 
declared Howard Stutchbury, | trade 
commissioner of the province, who re- 
turned from what was ‘virtually a 
tour of triumph through the eastern 
province. Mr. Stutchbury was super- 
intending the distribution of the 6000 
tons of Alberta coal sent east on the 
special rate of $7 a ton by the Cana- 
dian National. He visited many points 
in Ontario, accompanied by officials 
of the C.M.A., and all of these points 
were anxious to get Alberta coal, pro- 
vided a freight rate was given that 
would make it possible. The Ontario 
government, the C.M.A., the trades 
councils of the cities, the U.F,O., and 
other organizations have taken up the 
campaign, and are bringing pressure 
to bear upon the Dominion govern- 
ment to bring about some solution of 
the problem of freight rates en the 
coal. A great deal of publicity sup- 
plied by the publicity branch of the 
Alberta government is being used in 
the east, and Mr. Stutchbury’s meet- 
ings were given widest possible pub- 
licity, He addressed as many as seven 
meetings in a day.

Creamery butter from Alberta exhi- 
bitors won ‘the championship, special 
prizes, and all first prizes at the Tor- 
onto exhibition just closed, according 
to word received from C. Marker, 
dairy commissioner.
